This includes two complete convoys 
of 60 cars at the actual front, a 
double convoy at Boulogne and other

into an tmmense garage which shel- 
ters all the cars of the base. There 
is also a huge repair shop fitted up 
with the Most modern machinery:

TheSrar, in its statement that the loss is 
one of the greatest experienced by this young town during its 
short history, makes an assertion that cannot be doubted by 
thinking residents who have given full consideration as tothe 
benefits derived by Wainwright in having within its bounds, a 
mill of the proportion and the capacity as that which was 
razed to the ground on Thursday evening of last week. 
Unfortunate for the owners and unfortunate for the town 
_ of Wainwright asa community was this conflagration and it 
is to be hoped that every effort possible will be extended to- 


- ward the construction of another mill. with the leaet delay * 


possible. If Wainwright is to continue along lines of progress, 
ite councillorsand public spirited citizens generally must leave 
no stone unturned untilall arrangeménts are made for re- 
construction. Wainwright must havea milltor her farming 
community and people generally make this demand, This de- 
mand must either be supplied or trade must be diverted into 
other channels aud to other sources. Two courses aloneare 
epen-a milland ite consequent trade or the absenee of one 
and the consequent diversion of trade to other centres, 

Untila week or soago, Wainwright never knew how 
valuable its millreally was. Alleged mis-management and un- 
amieable business relations had been detrimental to the well- 
being of the plant with the result that it was not proving the 
business and revenue producing establishment it should have 
been. But with the recent change in management and the 
resultant change of business relations betweén the p1oducer, 
the retailer aud the consumer, a ‘beneficial improvoment was 
noticed; more grain was being bought, more being turned into 
flour, a bigger demand fer Wainwright products was evidenc- 
ed, the staff of the mill was increased and the sails of business 
were turned by the breeze of:coming prosperity. 

All this bas been noted during the past tew weeks only to 
beclimaxed by the devastating fire of Thursday. But in no 
amall degree does this give evidence as to .the possibilities of: 
the mill and it points clearly to the necessity of a millin this 
town, 

Many opinions have been aired since the fire as to the 
eause of theconflagration. Several have laid this to incen- 
diarism andhave even goneso farasto shoulderthe guilt 
without any just cause and minus a particle of evidence. True 

there were co-incidences connected with the fire that appeared 
strange but those who would gonvict either a mam or party 
upon these co-ineidences are evidencing not only folly but the 
very essence of narrow-mindedness.

The present period is a 
good time to compare prices, as thd 
export season, on this side of thd 
water, is progressing towards its 
elose. In Winnipeg yesterday futured 
were selling as follows: May, 93%;

The figures q 
show, in a striking manner, that thd 
Winnipeg prices are higher than Min: 
neapolis at times, and a careful review 
of these figures over a period of yeard 
would show that, while at times th¢ 
Minneapolis prices may be higher 
than those in Winnipeg, on the wholé 
what little difference there is is in 
Gayor of Winnipeg.

Those who urge the adoption of 
mixed farming in Western Canada 
ghould be interested in the fact that 
gS in the great wheat Province 

Saskatchewan has increased at a 
more rapid rate during the past three 
‘Years than grain growing. The Co- 


perative Creameries of Saskatche- 
» Operated by the Dairy Branch 


of the Provincial Department of Agri- 
oulture during the summer - months, 
recently made the following state- 
ment, showing the output of butter 
for every season since 1913:

These figures, it may be observed, 
show that the output for tiv five 
months in 1915 has been increased 
over the same period of last year by 
55 per cent., and by. 107 per cent., over 
the same period in 1918. One of the 


principal growing markets for Sas- 


katchewan Government butter is Brit- 
ish Columbia, where the product from 
New Zealand has been driven out 
steadily by the superior and less ex- 
pensive importations from the Cana- 
dian prairie. 

A comparison with the industry of 
grain growing shows that dairying in 
Saskatchewan is making far more 
rapid gains than are being made in 
grain crops. The acreage in grain 
within the bounds of Saskatchewan 
this year amounted to 10,543,795, com- 
pared with 9,912,464 acres in 1914, and 


taining to grain growing reflect an in- 
crease in 1915 of no more than 8.9 per 
cent., over 1913, and only 6.3 per cent. 
over 1914. 


The Market Problem 


Of course, the problem of market- 
ing the rapidly increasing dairy pro- 
ducts of Saskatchewan or any other 
Western Province is one that must en- 


gage the attention of producer and dis- 
tributor alike. However, in the per- 


fod of recovery which will follow the 
war, Canada is sure to adhere to the 
policy of encouraging home industries, 
which has prevailed for over a gener- 
ation. There is no doubt, too, that 
the policy of the people will be more 
and more to patronize the products 
i} made by their fellow citizens. Nation- 
al economy will make this course com- 
pulsory, and the result will be that 
American manufacturers, instead of 
supplying the Canadian market from 
United States, will have to_come over 


to Canada with branch factories. 


These will-employ Canadian men and 
women, who, in turn, will be id the 
market for farm products of every 
ni description, Thus we see the iunter- 
)| relation ef town and country. As long 
as Canada adheres to ffer existing 
trade policy, farmers in all parts of 
Canada will have no difficulty in find 
ing an ewer available market for all 


the food products they can grow. 


NEW NATIONAL POLICY 


Only a Restatement of the Original 


National Polley 


The “Vancouver Sun” urges that a 
“New Naticnal Policy” is needcd in 
Canada. The: object of this policy 
would be to pjace on our vacant arable 
lands a part of the population which 
now finds it difficult to make a living 
in the city. There is no doubt that 
there is room for millions of farmers 
on the available agricultural lands in 
this country. It is also true that the 
problem of seasonal unemployment 
could be solved to some extent by the 
successful transfer of city dwéllers to 
the country. It is scarcely accurate, 
however, to call such'a movement a 
“New National Policy.” The National 
Policy, in the economic sense of the 
’| term, aimed at securing a perfect bal- 
ance between the city and country. 
The city was to manufacture what the 
country needed and the country was 
to produce what the city needed. It 
is of little use transferring the great 
numbers of city dwellers to farm 
lands unless they are certain of a mar- 
ket for the articles they can produce. 
Industrial cities are the best markets 
for farm produce. The National Policy 
never contemplated stripping country 
districts in order to swell city dis- 
tricts, because a large rural population 
is needed to absorb’ manufactured 
goods. It will be desirable for many 
years to encourage settlement on our 
vacant agricultural land and to bring 
it under cultivation, but it would be 
more accurate to say that this was 
we, | Only a continuation of the -National 
Policy than to herald it as a “New 


National Policy.”

The Ripening of Cream 

‘By the ripening of cream is meant 
the changes it undergoes from the 
time of separation until it is added to 
the churn. Upon thesé changes de- 
pends very largely the quality of but- 
ter as regards texture and flavor. The 
temperature at which cream is held 
determines the firmness or texture, 
‘While the flavor is dependent upon 
the by-products from the bacterial 
growth, . 

The purpose of ripening cream is 
fundamentally that of giving the but- 
ter the desired flavor and aroma, but 
in addition it increases the ease and 
efficiency of churning. Cream is 
ripened in one of two ways: 

First, it sours or ripens as a result 
of the action of bacteria which are 
normally present in milk and cream; 
or, 

Second, it ripens as a result of

They were, in fact, Russian pris- 
oners of war in tte enemy’s hands, 
and had made a daring escape to our 
lines. Mr. Philip Gibbs writes from 
British headquarters that their 
story is extraordinarily interesting. 

One of the meq is twenty-two 
years of age, and was in the 41st 
Siberian Regiment when he was 
captured on Feb, 11 at Prasnysz. The 
other, belonging ‘to the NovosKolschi 
Infantry Regiment, is only nineteen,. 
and was takén prisoner on June 8 
‘on the Bzura,. They were both sent 
to a camp just inside the German 
frontier’ lines, ‘about fifteen miles 
from Posen. :

There had been a 
great rush of hay to United States 
points this year, and it is now stop- 
ue for war needs. The British and 

ench armies are greatly in need of 
hay and desire the Canadian timothy. 

lready prices are being paid more 
than double those under normal con- 
ditions, recent contracts being placed 
at $19 a ton. There is also a limit- 
ed demand for Canadian timothy 
among the American horsemen. 

In filling the demand for the limit- 
ed market in’ the States, the prices 
are often boosted much aboye the 
already high prices pera by the Brit- 
ish government. This has led to 
cancellation and non-fulfilment of 
army contracts already placed in 
Quebec, causing much worry in the 
allied armies, and ‘tndangering our 
hold on this market, which can ab- 
sorb all our timothy production in 
eastern -Canada.
